Pentagon Restores Teeth To Reserve Plan; | 


Will Require Participation In Training 


The Defense Department has decided 
to put the teeth back in the National 
Reserve Plan. 

As initially conceived, the plan called 
for “other than honorable discharges” 
for Reservists who fail to participate in 
training. THE JOURNAL, in a front-page 
article last month, pointed out that no 
mention was made of this feature when 
the Pentagon sent the bill to Congress. 

This week, Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense Carter L. Burgess told the Brooks 
Subcommittee of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee that the Department now 
plans some changes in the bill. 


“We have found certain places where 


we consider the modification of language |

and the addition of several features will 
go further toward making the plan a bet- 
ter one,” he said. 

To insure that Ready Reservists take 
part in the training of their units, he 
said, the Department is asking for au- 
thority to “enforce participation.” Mr. 
Burgess noted that “Under present law, 
there are no effective means expressly 
provided to require participation in Re- 
serve training programs by those having 
statutory duty to do so.” 

The new plan will provide authority 
“to discharge under conditions other than 
| honorable” those individuals “who fail, 
| or refuse to participate,” he said.

committee of the Senate Armed Services Committee. They show that the Air

Despite overall manpower cuts, the Navy and Marine Corps both will in- 
crease their officer strength in these grades during fiscal 1956.

SecDef’s Views Army 
Staff Chief’s Protests 


Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson was asked at a news con- 
ference on 15 Feb. to comment on 
protests made by General Matthew 
B. Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, 
regarding cuts in Army manpower. 

Mr. Wilson said there is “nothing 
surprising” that there has been 
some disagreement among military 
men on defense planning. 

The Secretary also was asked to 
comment on reports that Army Sec- 
retary Robert T. Stevens had dis- 
cussed resigning his post. Mr. Wil- 
son denied this. 

Here are Q&A excerpts covering 
these two matters: 

The Press: Mr. Secretary, I be- 
lieve General Ridgway said in cut- 
ting down the troops that it would 
lessen the ability to make mobile 
the different units and that it 
might endanger the safety of the 
country. What do you think of 
that? 

Secy. Wilson: Well, the changing 
situation in the world involving 
new weapons and all that kind of 
thing poses problems for military 
men and the fact that they don’t 
all completely agree down to the 
last few percent is nothing surpris- 
ing, and if General Ridgway didn’t 
very strongly believe in the effec- 
tiveness and the importance of the 
Army, I would worry because 
that’s his job, I think our program 
is all right and we aren’t in any 
sense risking the security of the 
country. 

The Press: Well, sir, what good 
does it do to have a man who is 
supposed to give you advice on the 
Army if you don’t take it? 

Secy. Wilson: You can’t take 
everybody’s advice completely, you 
know. 

The Press: You have got one 
man that is supposed to tell you 
about the Army. 

Secy. Wilson: Well, I have a boss 
who knows something about the 
Army, too. (Laughter) 

The Press: Mr. Secretary, would 
it be possible to get an Army Chief 
of Staff who believes in cutting the 
size of the Army? 

Secy. Wilson:

Mr. Stevens Resignation 


The Press: Mr. Secretary, in the 
President’s press conference last 
week he said that “nothing had 
reached his ears,”’ was the way he 
put it, about Secretary Stevens’ 
resignation. Have you never talked 
to the President about that in your 
conference with him at the White 
House? 

Secy. Wilson: I think the Presi- 
dent stated it very well. (Laugh- 
ter) 

The Press: Did you write a note 
or what? (Laughter)..... 

The Press: You just commended 
the President for a negative com- 
ment about Stevens’ office. 

Secy. Wilson: I didn’t consider it 
a negative comment. 

The Press: Well, the effect is 
negative; yours certainly seems to 
be. What we are after is a positive 
reaction, 

Secy. Wilson: The matter has 
never been discussed with Bob 
Stevens and myself or anything 
else. I don’t know where all the 
rumors come from and I can’t 
really quite deny every rumor that 
someone puts out about various 
activities of the Defense Depart- 
ment, or I would be busy at it all 
the time and wouldn’t have any 
time left to work.

The proposed pay bill, which also will 
boost incentive-hazardous duty rates, 
establish a dislocation allowance and in- 
crease per diem rates, is “necessary to 
achieve the required degree of stability 
and combat readiness of our armed 
forces,” Mr. Burgess said. 

Others scheduled to testify to the need 
for a military pay increase as THE JOUR- 
NAL went to press were VAdm. James L. 
Holloway, jr., Chief of Naval Personnel; 
Maj. Gen. R. N. Young, Army Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1; Lt. Gen. Emmett 
O'Donnell, jr., Air Force Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Personnel, and Brig. Gen. 
Nels H. Nelson, Marine Corps Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1. 

Admiral Holloway was prepared to tell 
the Committee he feels strongly “that the 
time has come for the country to recog- 
nize the demands placed upon its military 
personnel by an improvement in the 
standard of living available to the men 
and women who devote themselves to a 
career in their country’s service.” His 
statement notes that the Services are 
optimistic that the personnel turnover 
rate will be reduced if the pay raise is 
granted. 

Family Men 


General Young was scheduled to testify 
that 39 per cent of the Army’s enlisted 
personnel and 80 per cent of Army officers 
have family responsibilities. Their “de- 
sire to provide an acceptable standard of 
family support is an important factor 
that cannot be overstressed,” he will tell 
the Committee. 


Discussing the new dislocation allow- 
ance, General Young pointed out that 
changes in station result in a considerable 
financial loss to the Serviceman because 
of added expenses just prior to depart- 
ing the old station and in reestablishing 
himself and his family at a new location. 
Approval of the pay bill “will greatly 
enhance our ability to attract and retain 
capable personnel,” the Army G-1 says in 
his prepared statement. 


The increases in hazard incentive pays, 
which are included in the pay plan, were 
to be discussed by General O’Donnell, In 
a statement prepared for presentation to 
the Subcommittee General O’Donnell 
noted that his remarks are concerned 
almost exclusively with the situation as 
it exists in the Air Force, but his general 
comments “are applicable to the other 
services insofar as their hazardous duty 
components such as flying, submarine, 
parachute, deep sea diving, low pressure 
chamber duty, and so forth are con- 
cerned.” 

He states, “It is significant that it costs 
more to train a pilot than he receives 
in incentive pay in 30 years of service. 
It will be noted that the greatest in- 
creases in hazard incentive pay are rec- 
ommended for first lieutenants, captains 
and majors—our younger officers who are 
leaving the service in the greatest num- 
bers.” 

Gen. O’Donnell Asks Aid 

Resignations among submarine officers, 
General O’Donnell said, “are five times 
as high as they were in 1948 and appli- 
cations for this type of duty among Na- 
val personnel have been sharply de- 
creased.” 

General O’Donnell’s statement was read 
to the Subcommittee by Maj. Gen. Morris 
H. Lee, USAF, of the Directorate of Per- 
sonnel at USAF Headquarters. 





Retired Pay 

The Kilday Subcommittee on 17 
Feb. discussed the problem of retired 
military personnel who would be de- 
nied benefits from the Career Incen- 
tive Act, as the measure was pre- 
sented to Congress. 

There were indications that an 
amendment might be offered to in- 
sure equitable treatment for all on 
the retired list, including those who, 
following enactment of the Career 
Compensation Act of 1949, elected to 
remain under the old pay law.

Only one out of three of the more than 
two million Ready Reservists are now 
taking part in paid training, the Penta- 
gon manpower chief said. Few of the 
remaining million and one-half “take 
part in any reserve training program.” 

Additionally, he told the Subcommittee, 
more than 70 per cent of the National 
Guard’s enlisted personnel have never 
received proper basic training, and their 
rate of turnover is too high. Talented 
Guard officers, Mr. Burgess stated, are 
“spending most of their time drilling a 
constantly changing body of green re- 
cruits.” 

In asking for authority to enforce par- 
ticipation in Reserve training, Mr. Bur- 
gess pointed out that many of the United 
States’ allies in the NATO organization 
have such programs. They include Bel- 
gium, Denmark, France, Italy, Norway, 
Portugal, Turkey and the United King- 
dom. In addition, Greece and the Nether- 
lands enforce Reserve participation ex- 
cept for naval personnel. 

The four-year program called for by 
the National Reserve Act would provide 
a force of three million Ready Reservists 
by mid-1959, Mr. Burgess said. An addi- 
tional two million, subject to selective 
recall only, would be massed in the 
Standby Reserve during the same period. 

The planned three-million-man force of 
Ready Reservists “is based on specific 
mobilization requirements,” the Secre- 
tary said. “Each Service has determined 
the size of forces in the Ready Reserve 
in terms of phased requirements for the 
early stages of a general mobilization.” 

In the event of war, the Air Force 
would mobilize its Ready Reserve forces 
during the first month; the Navy over a 
three-months’ period; and the Army and 
Marine Corps over a six-months’ period. 
All, he said, “will have important M-day 
missions.” 

Mr. Burgess Tells Details 


Hére are the details of the plan as 
spelled out by Secretary Burgess: 

The new Reserve Forces would con- 
tinue to consist of a Ready Reserve (RR) 
and a Standby Reserve (SR). 

The Ready Reserve would be trained 
and organized to serve as the reserve 
base for the early phases of a general 
mobilization, as well as to provide units 
and individuals needed in any emergency 
proclaimed by the President. Four fea- 
tures are contained in the plan: 

1—Reservists on active duty would not 
be included in the Ready Reserve. 

2—There would be no_ statutory 
strength ceiling on the RR. 

3—Certain mobilization roles of the 
present Ready and Standby Reserve 
would be combined in the new RR; and 

4—Numbers of Ready Reservists to be 
ordered to active duty in a limited emer- 
gency would be subject to determination 
by the President. 

The Standby Reserve would be a non- 
organized reserve pool from which exper- 
ienced personnel would be selected for 
the secondary phases of a_ general 
mobilization. 

Automatic Transfer 


Under the new plan, individuals com- 
pleting their RR obligation would be 
transferred automatically to the SR un- 
less they volunteered to remain in the 
RR. 

Additionally, a continuous screening of 
the RR would take place so that individu- 
als in excess of military requirements 
and those occupying key civilian posi- 
tions could be transferred from the RR 
to the SR. First consideration for such 
transfers would be given to combat 
veterans. 

In the event of mobilization, members 
of the SR would not be recalled to active 
duty until Selective Service had deter- 
mined their availability. This would be 
based on allocation of skills between 
military service and essential civilian 
activities. 

All existing manpower procurement 
procedures .would be retained under the 
plan, as would draft authority, current 
deferment and exemption policies, and

In order to fulfill his military obliga- 
tion, each young man can elect one of 
four choices: 

1—He can enlist in the Regular Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard for a period of three, four or 
more years; thus incurring an eight-year 
military obligation. 

2—He can enlist, prior to age 19, in 
the Naval or Marine Corps Reserve with 
the understanding that within 24 months 
of enlistment he will be called toactjve 


duty for two years. This choice &lso in- 

volves an eight-year military service 

obligation. 8 
3—He can wait for induction, and 


assume an eight-year military service 
obligation beginning at whatever age he 
is when called. 

4—He may enlist, prior to age 19, in 
the Army National Guard or the Reserve 
of the Army, Marine Corps or Coast 
Guard for a 10-year obligation and be 
given six months’ of active duty for train- 
ing. He will be paid $30 per month dur- 
ing his six-months’ training period. Fol- 
lowing completion of the training period, 
he is deferred from induction for service 
with the active forces so long as he par- 
ticipates satisfactorily in reserve train- 
ing. 

In all of the choices, men who do not 
complete their eight- or 10-year obliga- 
tion before they are released from active 
duty will be transferred to the Reserve 
Forces. 


Variable Requirement 

The amount of time they must spend 
in the Ready Reserve depends on the 
amount of time they spent in active 
training or service. For example, a man 
who serves for four years on active duty 
must then spend two years in the RR 
and two years in the Standby Reserve. 
Those who enter the six months’ training 
program must spend 9% years in the RR. 
For outstanding participation or for per- 
formance of extra training, the periods 
can be shortened. 

In all cases, the total period of active 
service plus participation in the Read) 
Reserve exceeds the five-year period pro- 
vided by present law. 

Individuals who fail, or refuse to par- 
ticipate satisfactorily in required reserve 
training, will be subject to loss of retire- 
ment or promotion benefits, and to dis- 
charge under conditions other than hon- 
orable at the end of their military 
obligation. 

To accommodate the additional num- 
bers of reservists to be trained under the 
existing facilities will be better 
utilized and additional facilities con- 
structed. The Defense Department is pre- 
calling for 
such a construction program. 

Volunteers for the six-months’ training 
will be strictly controlled. 
Initially it is planned to take about 100, 
000 into the program. Most of this group 
will go into the Army National Guard 


| and Reserve units; part will go into the 


Marine Corps and Coast Guard Reserve. 

If there are insufficient volunteers for 
the six-months training program, author- 
ity is contained in the plan to induct men 
for the Reserve. 


Expand ROTC 

Reserve Officer Training will be ex- 
panded under the plan. ROCT graduates 
not needed for the active forces will be 
permitted to enter the short-term train- 
ing course. 

Discussing the compulsory aspects of 
the plan, Secretary Burgess declared 
that “training is the essential condition 
of a strong reserve.” 

He said the Services agree that volun- 
tary participation is desirable if it can 
be obtained, but if voluntary participa- 
tion fails “the Service will have some

Neer Qeder Changes 
Some GI Deadlines 


The Presidential proclamation setting 
31 Jan. 1955 as the end of the Korean 
conflict has created new deadlines for 
eligible veterans to take advantage of 
certain benefits. 

One of the more important deadlines 
not affected by the proclamation requires 
that eligible veterans who wish to go to 
school or train under the Korean GI Bill 
must start training within three years 
after their discharge from service or for- 
feit all rights to schooling benefits. Those 
who start their education or training 
within the required three-year-period 
must complete their training by 31 Jan. 
1963, or eight years after discharge, 
whichever is earlier. 

For GI loans on homes, farms or busi- 
nesses, veterans now have until 31 Jan. 
1965 to receive a VA guaranty or insur- 
ance. No further guaranties or insurance 
may be issued after that date on loans 
made to veterans under the present law. 

For vocational rehabilitation, eligible 
disabled veterans must start in time to 
finish their rehabilitation by 31 Jan. 1964, 


or nine years after separation, which- ' 


ever is earlier. 

These termination dates apply to all 
eligible veterans except those in certain 
“hardship” categories. For the latter, an 
additional four years is granted to com- 
plete their rehabilitation. 

For a $1,600 grant toward the purchase 
of an automobile or other conveyance, 
Seriously disabled veterans must apply 


for the grant within three years after | 


they leave service or forfeit the benefit. 
Injuries covered by the law must be sus- 
tained in active service on or before 31 
Jan. 1955. 


No application deadlines prevail for the 


other VA-administered benefits affected | 


by the President’s proclamation.

The President’s proclamation did not 
change the deadlines previously estab- 
lished by Congressional action for cer- 
tain benefits available to eligible World 
War II veterans.

1956, except for veterans who may have 
additional training time under the Armed 
Forces Voluntary Recruitment Act of 
1945. 


Vocational Rehabilitation under Pub- 
lic Law 16—In general, no training based 
on WW II service may be afforded be- 
yond 25 July 1956 except for certain hard- 
ship cases who are granted an additional 
four years in which to train. 

WW II GI Bill loans for homes, farms 
or businesses—No guaranty or insurance 
will be available on loans made after 25 
July 1957, except for those who have 


| established a later terminal date under 


the Armed Forces Voluntary Recruit- 
ment Act of 1945.

Defense Will Ask 
| Res. Rehab Pay | 


Legislation to provide rehabilitation 


pay for Reserve officers of the Armed 


Forces ordered to inactive duty as a re- 
sult of manpower cuts is being readied 
for presentation to Congess. 

Assistant Defense Secretary Carter L. 


Burgess told the Kilday House Armed | 
Services Subcommittee this week that | 


the pay is designed to partly compensate 
these officers for the years they have 
spent in Service. 

Although Mr. Burgess did not discuss 
the amount involved, it previously has 
been reported that the payments prob- 
ably will be comparable to those pro- 
vided for Rgeular officers who are sepa- 
rated from active duty after two pass- 
overs. He said the amount “would help 
the officers to adjust to civilian life.” 

At the present time, all of the Services 
have authority to grant contract tours, 
guaranteeing specified years of service to 
Reservists. However, only the Navy and 
Marine Corps thus far have used this 
authority. The Army and Air Force ap- 
parently have decided to wait pending 
action on the rehabilitation pay proposal. 

The Reserve Officers Association has 
backed this proposal, pointing out that 
hardships are created when Reserve offi- 
cers are released from active service in- 
voluntarily. 


Ask Credit For Army, 
AF Women Officers 


A two-fold benefit for nurses and wom- 
en medical specialists of the Army and 
Air Force is asked in legislation which 
the Defense Department has sent to 
Congress. 

The proposal would statutorily extend 
to all such personnel a service credit 
available under existing law to all other 
commissioned personnel of the Army and 
Air Force. They would be credited with 
the Federal commissioned service they 
performed between 31 Dec. 1947 and the 
date they were appointed in the Regular 
component. However, no more than five 
years could be credited under the plan. 

Purpose of the credit, according to the 
Pentagon, would be to determine the offi- 
cer’s position on the promotion list, sen- 
iority in her permanent grade and eligi- 
bility for promotion. 

The measure also provides a three-year 
credit for any nurse or woman medical 
specialist of the Army or Air Force who 
was appointed initially in the Regular 
component as a first lieutenant and who 
had not actually performed as much as 
three years’ active Federal commissioned 
service since 31 Dec. 1947. 

Defense said this type of credit is pro- 
vided to take care of the individual whose 
initial appointment to first lieutenant 
grade is justified primarily upon her civil- 
ian experience in her specialty. “Such 





credit is necessary for anyone appointed | 


at a first lieutenant grade initially in the 
regular component in order to keep in 
good order the promotion list on which 
she is placed.” 

The Department noted that the two 
types of credit are not additive. The indi- 
vidual would be given whichever type of 
credit is greater, but not both.

Continue Draft, “Q” 
Allotments For 4 Yrs. 


A four-year extension of the draft and 
continued assistance for military depend- 
ents was approved this week by the 
House of Representatives. 

By a roll-call vote, 394 to four, the 
House agreed to continue the draft until 
1 July 1959. Benefits provided under the 
Dependents Assistance Act were extend- 
ed for the same period. 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee told 
the House that extension of the depend- 
ents assistance provision prevents hard- 
ship and makes it “possible for our men 
to serve in our Armed Forces knowing 
that their dependents are receiving sums 
ranging from $91 a month, to $176.90 
a month, depending upon their grade and 
the number of dependents who look to 
them for care.” 

Under the Class Q allotment plan, en- 
listed men in pay grades E-1, E-2 or E-3 
contribute $40 of their own pay and are 
entitled to a quarters allowance for their 
dependents in the amount of $51.30 for 
one dependent, $77.10 for two, and $96.90 
for more than two, 

In pay grades E-4 and E-5 enlisted men 
contribute $60 of their pay and are en- 
titled to quarters allowance of $77.10 if 
they have one or two dependents, and 
$96.90 if they have more than two. In 
pay grades E-6 and E-7, enlisted men con- 
tribute $80 and the Government contrib- 
utes $77.10 or $96.90, depending on the 
number of dependents. 

The measure now goes to the Senate.

1946, when the Henderson, then a hos- 
pital ship renamed the USS Bonutiful, 
was stricken from the Navy list. 

The bell is still engraved with the name 
Henderson, after Brig. Gen. Archibald 
Henderson, Commandant of the Marine 
Corps from 1820 to 1859. 

Commissioned in May 1917, the USS 
Henderson transported 16,352 Marines to 
France during WW I. Following the 
armistice, the ship, known to Marines as 
“Old Number One,” began a long peace- 
time career carrying Marines, Naval per- 
sonnel and special parties of high ranking 
officials. On one occasion she carried 
President Warren G. Harding from Alaska 
to San Francisco. 

The ship was reclassified 
ship on 2 Sept. 1943. 


USS Atka Sees First 
Solid Land In a Month 


A delayed report from the USS Atka 
states that men on the Antarctic Expe- 
dition have glimpsed solid land for the 
first time in a month.

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Navy Relief Society 


Acts On 129,000 


Cases In 1954; Grants Total $450,000 


The Navy Relief Society made out- 
right grants of $450,249.00 in 1954, in- 
volving 6,742 hardship cases. 

In addition, the Society granted loans 
in 59,943 cases, amounting to $3,846,- 
119.00. 

In making these figures known through 
the Society’s Annual Report, VAdm. V. 
R. Murphy, USN-Ret., Executive Vice 
President, stated that the year’s opera- 
tions followed a normal pattern. Al- 
though the overall personnel strength of 
the Navy and Marine Corps decreased 
some 10 per cent during the year, he ex- 
plained, there was a small rise in the 
organization’s overall activities. 

While outright grants in 1954 were 
somewhat smaller in actual numbers 
than in 1953, they totaled $6,000 more— 
representing a slightly larger average 
grant—about $67.00 per case. 

Repayments on loans, always made 
without interest, came to $3,330,834.00. 
This figure represents a ratio of repay- 
ments to loans during the year, of about 
87 per cent. This, Admiral Murphy said, 
is a substantial increase, especially since 
the loan curve continued to rise. 

During the year, $223,726.00 in loans 
were written off as uncollectible in 5,075 
cases. This is an increase of 1,100 in num- 
ber and $48,000 in money over 1953. 

At the end of 1954, there were 65,420 
loans outstanding, representing ew | 
068.00. 

The overall expense of the Society, in- 
cluding Headquarters and all Auxiliaries, 
totaled $494,814.00. This is an increase of 
about $30,000.00 over 1953. The Admiral 
emphasized that this figure is not for 
administrative cost, but for overall ex- 





penses. The administrative total is only | 


$254,645.00. The remainder of the overall 
expense represents the salaries and ex- 


pense of social workers, visiting nurses, | 


children’s waiting rooms at commissaries | 


and dispensaries, the cost of layettes for 
mothers who can not afford them, the 
cost of Thrift shops, and “relief in kind.” 

While the Society assisted in more than 
66,000 grant and loan cases, it also han- 
dled 62,278 service cases. These are cases 
in which financial assistance is not in- 
volved. They consist of advice, informa- 
iton and experienced help with all man- 


ner of problems with which _ service 
families are confronted. 
Total contributions for 1954, including 


the “Annual Call,” the proceeds of bene- 
fits, balls, carnivals, and unsolicited gifts, 
came to $1,079,846.00, or $165,000.00 less 
than in 1953. 

On 31 Dec. 1954, the invested assets of 
the Society at market value were $18,- 
613,049.00, of which $8,342,677.00 were in 
Government or high 
bonds and $10,280,371.00 in well-estab- 
lished common stocks. On a percentage 
basis, this is 45 per cent in bonds and

Side-by-Side Twin-Jet AF Trainer 


The Air Force is getting set for a new 
era in flying training, highlighted by use 
of jet aircraft at the primary phase—the 
first six months of a pilot’s career. 

The plane that has been picked for 


pioneer use in the new program, the 
Cessna XT-37, was put through its paces 
at Wichita last week for a group of news- 
men touring Air Training Command 
bases. 

Ultimately slated to replace the North 
American T-28 in the primary pilot train- 
ing, the XT-37 is scheduled to be in pro- 
duction by next year. 

Three have been built already and are 
undergoing rigorous tests by Cessna and 
Air Force pilots. The Air Force has placed 
an initial order for 11, appropriating 
$5,000,000 for necessary tooling and pur- 
chase of the aircraft. 

Air Force desire for a side-by-side jet 
trainer traces back to April 1952 when 
the Air Materiel Command at Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Ohio, announced a design 
competition. 

The Cessna proposal was submitted in 


April 1952 and in December of that year | _ 


the Wichita firm was notified it was the 
winner. 

Henry Waring, Cessna chief engineer 
for military aircraft, directed the proj- 
ect, culminating in the first flight on 12 
October 1954. 

The first three trainers are equipped 
with French engines, but production mod- 
els will use two J-69 turbo-jet engines, 
manufactured by the Continental Avia- 
tion and Engineering Corporation of De- 
troit, Mich. 

The plane, which can operate from a 
runway 3,000-3,500 feet long, lands at 70 
knots, compared to about 100 knots for 
the Air Force’s basic jet trainer, the 
Lockheed T-33. The XT-37, Mr. Waring

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With Eye On Jet Noise Problem, AF 
Slates Ear Test For All Newcomers 


Alert to dangers of acoustic trauma— 
ear damage—from increasingly powerful 
jet engines, the Air Force soon will start 
giving specialized hearing tests to all new 
personnel as part of the intensive cam- 
paign to protect servicemen from dis- 
ability perils. 

Air Force authorities are aware that 
the noise problem on flight lines is likely 
to get worse in rapid fashion with advent 
of new aircraft such as the F-100 Super 
Sabre. 

The B-47 Stratejet, for example, kicks 
out a noise level that in some instances 
is equivalent to 300 times the pressure of 
a jackhammer. Unless precautions are 
taken, acoustic trauma will result in such 
an environment. 

The plan to give new hearing tests to 
all those entering the Air Force was dis- 
closed to visiting newsmen last week at 
the School of Aviation Medicine, Ran- 
dolph AFB, Tex., under command of Brig. 
Gen, Edward J. Kendricks, USAF, (MC). 

Col. Edgar Olson, USAF, (MC), Chief 
of the Clinical Medicine Division, said 
the mass hearing tests, which will be 
conducted in the presence of realistic Air 
Force type noises, will be made possible 
by invention of a new machine at the 
School. 

It is called the Automatic Numerical 
Recording Audiometer, and was designed 
and built by Mr. F. A. Brogan, an elec- 
tronics engineer. 

With this device, the Air Force will be 
able to give hearing tests simultaneously 
to large numbers of men at such places 
as Lackland AFB, Tex., the “Gateway to 
the Air Force,” and Sampson AFB, NY. 

These tests will not resemble the sil- 
ent-type hearing checks normally associ- 
ated with schools and colleges. 

They will be given under normal Air 
Force conditions in the presence of simu- 
lated noises which are characteristic of 
Air Force activities. 

Mr. Brogan’s machine measures the 
hearing of subjects and automatically 
tabulates results on machine record 
forms. 

The findings will be made a part of the 
airman or officer’s personnel file. This 
will make it possible for doctors to ascer- 
tain at an early stage any dimunition of 
hearing. 

Current Air Force regulations pre- 
scribe intensive hearing checks for all 
personnel, such as flight line maintenance 
airmen, who are exposed to high noise 
levels. 

The action which the Air Force is tak- 
ing to protect personnel from hearing 
damage or loss was outlined at Randolph 
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by Lt. David Washburn, USAF, a top ex- 
pert on the problem of ascoustic trauma. 

He cited particularly AFR 160-3, which 
calls upon commanders to diminish noise 
exposure in hazardous areas and to make 
certain that there is adequate forewarn- 
ing of personnel. 

This regulation prescribes weekly 
audiometer tests for certain personnel.

C. of C. Backs Pay. Strong and welcome sup- 
port from a new source was given the Services’ 
pay plan this week when the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States asked Congress to ap- 
prove the increases in pay and allowances as 
asked by the Administration. 

The Chamber's letter to Representative Paul 
Kilday (D-Tex), Chairman of the Pay Subcom- 
mittee, reported the approval by its Board of 
Directors of recommendations by the Chamber’s 
National Defense Committee. It formally asked 
Congress to approve “selective increases in pay 
and allowances of the Armed Services as provided 
in the Career Incentive Act.” 

The letter is particularly effective inasmuch 
as the Chamber based its action on grounds in 
which its members are recognized experts. ‘“‘The 
National Chamber,” the letter said, “represents 
every important segment of business and indus- 
try and therefore readily understands the terrific 
costs and loss of efficiency that are associated 
with any heavy turnover of skilled workers. For 
that reason the prospective loss of 800,000 of the 
1,000,000 men whose enlistments expire this year 
arouses considerable concern over the effects of 
this turnover on the state of readiness of our 
Armed Forces.”’ The letter pointed out that few 
businesses or industries could operate efficiently 
or economically with such a volume of turnover 
— “much less the Department of Defense the 
biggest ‘business’ in the world.” 

It is significant to note, also, that the same 
meeting of the Chamber’s Board that approved 
the pay action endorsed recommendations of its 
National Defense Committee supporting increased 
medical care for dependents, additional housing 
for Service families, and equal survivor benefits 
for military personnel of like service. On these 
subjects more will be heard from the Chamber 
later in the session. 


A Proper Perspective. As Defense Secre- 
tary Charles E. Wilson begins his third year in 
office, he is showing a keen and expert apprecia- 
tion of the position and problems of his chief mili- 
tary advisors, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, in carry- 
ing out their critical responsibilities of Service 
leadership. Mr. Wilson’s enlightening experience 
at the Pentagon and the attitude he is now ex- 
pressing contrasts sharply with the free-wheeling 
opinions of some of his colleagues during the early 
months of 1953. 

Inquisitive newsmen pressed the Secretary for 
comment at a news conference this week regard- 
ing his attitude toward the publicly stated concern 
expressed by General Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, 
over cuts in Army manpower. The Secretary 
made it plain that, in view of the fast develop- 
ing weapons situation and world conditions, it is 
neither surprising nor disturbing to him that there 
should be disagreement among defense planners. 

He stressed that he would worry, not over such 
understandable disagreement, but in the event 
General Ridgway were not vigorously concerned 
about the status of the Army. Mr. Wilson then was 
asked if it ever would be possible to have an Army 
Chief of Staff who would not complain about cuts 
in the Army. 

With typical candor, the Secretary replied: “I 
wouldn’t have him.” 

Mr. Wilson’s attitude puts the relationship of 
the professional military advisors and the civilian 
chiefs of the Defense Department in proper per- 
spective. The Nation is the big winner, for in our 
Democracy, the public must be assured that it is 
getting all the facts on such a vital issue as Na- 
tional Defense. 

The Secretary’s enlightened attitude —his en- 
dorsement of General Ridgway’s right to make ap- 
propriately stated remarks — augurs well for a

160 Years’ Service to the Fleet. The U. S. 
Navy Supply Corps observes its 160th Anniver- 
sary next Wednesday, 23 Feb., at a time when 
the far-flung activities of the ships of the Fleet 
and their increasing capability for longer and 
longer stays at sea have made its responsibilities 
heavier and more important than ever before in 
history. 

The Anniversary of the Corps dates from the 
creation of the office of Purveyor of Public Sup- 
plies, first filled by one Israel Whalen, who al- 
though he was an official of the Treasury Depart- 
ment acted as purchasing agent and was respon- 
sible for procuring and providing naval stores. 
In the intervening 160 years the Navy Supply 
Corps passed through a number of stages and 
names—‘pursers,” “Naval Storekeepers,” “Pay

Masters,” etc. But their responsibilities were al- 
ways broad and heavy. They pay the men, see 
that they are fed and clothed, have charge of in- 
ventory control, storage, distribution and trans- 
portation of all Navy materials, packaging and 
preservation, cataloging, disbursing and account- 
ing, and purchasing. In addition, as from the be- 
ginning, they have their battle stations. 

But it was World War II that brought their 
work to a peak. Naval expansion and rapid tech- 
nological developments found the corps faced 
with the necessity of meeting a sudden transition 
from a relatively small-scale, decentralized opera- 
tion to a centralized operation obtaining the tre- 
mendous amount of material to support an all- 
out war. Entire fleets had to be supported far 
from home ports for great lengths of time. 
Thousands of items had to be replenished at sea, 
often while the Fleet was still under way. A high- 
ly developed Mobile Logistic Support organiza- 
tion was built up; supply facilities sprang up all 
over the world to sustain the fighting units. 

The experience, pride, and traditions built up 
over 160 years have well fitted the Supply Corps to 
meet the enormous demands of today’s respon- 
sibilities. The Services salute them on their an- 
niversary.

they find service more agreeable. This practice, almost 
as injurious in its consequences as the crime of 
desertion, by the articles of war, exposes the offender 
to a similar punishment, and subjects the officer re- 
ceiving him to dismissal from the army.”

Correct Pay Tag! 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Since THE JOURNAL is always alert 
and willing to aid the serviceman on 
matters of pay, an inequity that I 
would like to point out is on accrued 
leave pay for Officers and enlisted 
men as passed by Act of 9 Aug. 1946 
(60 Stat. 964) and Act of 4 Aug. 1947 
(61 Stat. 748; 37 U.S.C., Supp. V, 33). 
This law set forth that any member 
discharged after 31 Aug. 1946 having 
unused leave to his credit would be 


compensated on the basis of basic pay 
and allowances applicable to such 
member on date of discharge. At 
time of passage of the Act, the quar- 
ters allowance for enlisted members 
of the top three grades was $1.25 
per day and commuted rations was 
70¢ per day and these two figures 
being the applicable allowance rates 
at that time, were written into the 
law. 

Upon passage of the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949, the quarters 
allowance for enlisted personnel was 
increased to $67.50 or $2.25 per day; 
however, the accrued leave law was 
never amended to compensate en- 
listed members at the higher rate for 
quarters despite the intent of the 
original law. Since Officers were not 
limited to a set amount as were en- 
listed personnel by this law, they are 
currently compensated for such un- 
used leave on the basis of all the 
latest pay raises. Subsequent to the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949, the 
Dependents Assistance Act of 1950 
as amended further raised the quar- 
ters allowance of all personnel; still 
the quarters rate of $1.25 for enlisted 
personnel] is still in effect while Off- 
cers are compensated at the current 
prevailing pay rate for quarters and 


subsistence. Further, commuted ra- 
tions are now $1.10 per day for en- 
listed personnel. 

Inasmuch as a pay raise is cur- 
rently being considered, it is felt that 
this inequity should be rectified in 
accordance with the original intent 
of the accrued leave act. Your sup- 
port of this measure would doubtless 
be appreciated by many servicemen.

Chief Speaks His Piece 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Hurrah for General Ridgway! His 
testimony on the cuts in manpower 
showed us retired fellows that the 
Army has somebody in there pitching 
for its needs. 

A lot of us were afraid that the 
Chief would be throttled, but he was 
given his chance to testify and took 
advantage of it. The country now 
knows his views. 

And it was good to read the Presi- 
dent’s statement that General Ridg- 
way had a right to present his view- 
points to proper Congressional com- 
mittees. That made more sense than 
the “fat into muscle” routine of a 
by-gone year. 

CoL., USA-RET. 
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TWO NEW MILITARY ASSISTANCE 
ADVISORY GROUPS, to be headed by 
Army general officers, will be created in 
the near future. This disclosure was 
made in hearings before a Senate Armed 
Services Subcommittee looking into the 
proposed officer grade structure of the 
Services for the coming fiscal year. Al- 
though tactical Army units will be re- 
duced during fiscal '56, an Army spokes- 
man pointed out that “at the same time 
the Army is taking on new commit- 
ments.” As an example he cited the pro- 
posed creation “within the next two 
months” of the two new MAAGs, which 
will require “two more generals to fill 
these new positions.” It was not disclosed 
where the new advisory groups will be 
located. 


SPECIAL PAY may be recommended for 
military technicians and specialists. Dur- 
ing hearings before the Kilday military 
pay committee, members brought out 
the fact that it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to retain specialists in the Serv- 
ices because industry offers them much 
higher pay. Mr. Charles R. Hook, a mem- 
ber of the President’s Commission on 
Reorganization of the Government (the 
Hoover Commission), told the Kilday 
group that a Commission task force is 
studying this very problem and “prob- 
ably will have some recommendations to 
make.” The present system of paying 
skilled technicians the same amounts 
which other NCOs receive was described 
by Representative William H. Bates 
(R-Mass.) as an “archaic horse and 
buggy form of pay.” 


SEVEN SENATORS AND REPRE- 
SENTATIVES are backing a move to 
provide for the maintenance of the Mer- 
chant Marine Academy at Kings Point. 
They are Senators Lehman (D-NY), 
Ives (R-NY), Wiley (R-Wisc), Hennings 
(D-Mo), Representatives Bonner (D-NC), 
Van Pelt (R-Wisc), and Keogh (D-NY). 
Last year a similar measure passed the 
House and was favorably reported by the 
Senate Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee, but too late for Senate ac- 
tion. Senator Lehman says he hopes the 
84th Congress “will be able to act favor- 
ably upon this legislation which is of 
importance not only to young men in- 
terested in serving in our merchant ma- 
rine, but of greater importance to the 
country in its efforts to provide an ade- 
quate number of properly trained officers 
for the merchant marine.” 


MEN OF THE FIRST MARINE DI- 
VISION in Korea will be pleased with 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey (D-Minn) 
for remarks he made recently on the 
Senate floor. It’s doubtful, however, that 
the Senator will score a hit with Army 
personnel of the 7th and 24th Infantry 
Divisions. A one-time member of the 
Army Air Corps, Senator Humphrey 
characterized the 1st Marines as “the 
best fighting division we have” in Korea. 


TOO MUCH CREDIT is being taken 
by the Administration for present U. S. 
military strength, according to Rep. Mel- 
vin Price (D-Ill). The House Armed 
Services Committee member took excep- 
tion to a Lincoln Day address by At- 
torney General Herbert Brownell. Mr. 
Price said he agrees with the Attorney 
General that “our present military 
strength is not an accident,” but he said 
it is “utterly stupid” for Mr. Brownell 
or anyone in the Eisenhower administra- 
tion to attempt to take credit for the 
scientific and technological developments 
which are today the key to our military 
Strength. “All of these things were in 
the making, and many of them in pro- 
duction,” Mr. Price declares, before the 
Present administration took over and be- 
fore either the Attorney General or De- 
fense Secretary Wilson “knew the differ- 
ence between a Springfield rifle and an 
atomic cannon.” 


MARINE CORPS PROMOTIONS to 
lieutenant colonel and major will be 
given a boost in April. Lt. Col. J. M. Platt 
of the Marine Corps G-1 office told a 
Senate Armed Services Subcommittee 
that 979 officers who have been selected 
for these grades but whose promotions 
have been held up will be promoted 
“approximately the first of April.” All of 
the officers, Colonel Platt said, will draw 
back pay until the first of the year. 


THE NOMINATION of Trevor Gardner 
to be Assistant Secretary of the Air 
Force for Research and Development is 
again before the Senate, Mr. Gardner, 
now serving as Special Assistant for R&D 
to Air Force Secretary Talbott, was nomi- 
nated for the post when it was first 
created last year, but his nomination was 
held up by opponents who reportedly are 
not pleased about his close friendship 
with Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer. The 
Air Force, however, made no move to 
fill the empty billet in the Secretariat, 
and President Eisenhower has re-recom- 
mended Mr. Gardner. Public hearings be- 
fore the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee will be held on the appointment next 
week. 


FOUR STAR RANK for the chief of 
Naval Material is being championed by 
Representative James T. Patterson (R- 
Conn). The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee member believes the job is “one 
of the most important” in the Naval serv- 
ice and “the rank should be commensu- 
rate with the duties.” Mr. Patterson has 
introduced a bill calling for the promo- 
tion to full Admiral of VAdm Murrey L. 
Royar, present Chief of Naval Material. 
The Congressman told THE JOURNAL that 
the CNM’s responsibility calls for de- 
cisions which are “as gigantic as those of 
the fleet commanders.” Currently, the 
Navy has seven full admirals, including 
the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
the Chief of Naval Operations, the Vice 
CNO, and the Commanders-in-Chief of 
the Atlantic, Pacific, Allied Forces 
Southern Europe and Naval Forces East- 
ern Atlantic and Mediterranean. 


PENTAGON MANPOWER CHIEF 
Carter L. Burgess was cited by Repre- 
sentative Leon H. Gavin (R-Pa) for “a 
magnificent performance” during his ap- 
pearance this week before two House 
Armed Services Subcommittees. At hear- 
ings on the new Reserve plan, Mr. Bur- 
gess graphically depicted Service prob- 
lems and needs in the Reserve field 
through the use of colored slides; before 
the Subcommittee studying the proposed 
military pay raise, the Assistant Defense 
Secretary used large, multi-colored charts 
to stress his points. 


CLEARANCE of all classified testi- 
mony which is to be presented to Con- 
gressional committees by Service repre- 
sentatives will be made on a Defense De- 
partment level as the result of a new 
Pentagon directive. The Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense for Legislative and Public 
Affairs will have responsibility for the 
new security review system. 


MEANWHILE, the House Armed Serv- 
ices Subcommittee for Special Investiga- 
tions has set up a new plan of its own 
for classified material presented at hear- 
ings. The Subcommittee Chairman F. 
Edward Hébert (D-La) announced a 
change in rules which requires Defense 
witnesses to let the group know 24 hours 
in advance when proposed testimony will 
be classified. Classified sections will have 
to be marked with the appropriate classi- 
fication and no classification other than 
that prescribed in the Executive Order 
which set up present security rules will 
be considered by the Subcommittee. All 
testimony which is not classified will 
have to be segregated in a separate state- 
ment. 
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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
Some Varying Opinions About China’s Islands 


HEN the Security Council of the 

United Nations laid on a nearby 
shelf the proposal for a cease-fire in the 
Formosan straits, it was with an ad- 
mission that diplomatic negotiations 
should be allowed to take their course, 
in the hope that a swifter, voluntary 
settlement can be reached in the con- 
ventional manner, It is a laudable hope 
but, at the moment, it does not exactly 
sparkle. 

Chiang Kai-shek, on Formosa, con- 
tinues to display the fullest confidence 
that Quemoy, Matsu, Nanchishan and 
the lesser islands (with the Tachens 
now out of the picture) can and will be 
held by his garrisons. The Peking Reds 
continue their clamor that not only 
will they take the remaining islands as 
they “captured” the Tachens, but that 
they will thereafter “liberate” Formosa. 
Their ambition is supported in Moscow, 
but their confidence is not shared. 

There is a regrettable expression in 
London, on the part of some who view 
other Far East problems with more 
realism, in favor of surrendering the 
coastal islands forthwith to Red China 
as a means of bringing peace to the 
Far East. One might consider like treat- 
ment for Malaya, where again the Reds 
are clamorous and aggressive, but no 
such program has been advanced by 
British thinkers. 


THE EISENHOWER POLICY, 
promptly and fully supported by the 
Congress with almost no dissent, re- 
mains our guide, and a clear one in all 
matters which can wisely be discussed 
in public. There has been a tendency 
to seek clarification, whether from the 
White House or the State Department 
or the Defense Department, on the 
clause noting that “related areas” will 
be protected by us as a part of the 
explicit commitment to defend Formosa 
and the Pescadores, but demands for 
public clarification have soundly been 
denied. 

A purely unofficial presumption is 
that these particular islands will be 
protected, and for several reasons. The 
first is that in fact they constitute a 
useful element in Formosa’s defenses, 
for each group of islands commands a 
view of a port which would of necessity 
be employed for pre-invasion concentra- 
tions and for storage of such supplies 
as the Red Chinese can, with their 
limited facilities, gather for use. The 
second reason is that capture of Chi- 
ang’s islands with their present gar- 
risons would reduce by one-third the 
total size of Chiang’s forces, and seri- 
ously shake the confidence of the re- 
maining two-thirds. Yet another reason 
of course is the corresponding lift 
which such an exploit would afford to 
the Reds themselves. 


A FOURTH REASON of significance 
ought to be stated. The retention of 
these islands by a force unquestionably 
hostile to Peking has its virtues, affect- 
ing not only the future of Formosa but 
the maintenance of peace throughout 
the Far East. A possibility can be 
quickly grasped. If the Red Chinese 
should in the near future proceed with 
their attempts to absorb South Vietnam 
by military invasion, and the eastern 
coastal islands should at that moment 
be used as steps for an actual Na- 
tionalist invasion of the weakly held 
Red mainland opposite them, the Reds’ 
expeditionary force engaged in South 
Vietnam—or North Vietnam for that 
matter—would be moved out in a hurry. 

It is appropriate, then, to think that 
so long as Red China remains on the 
aggressive, as repeatedly and loudly 
stated by Peking’s leading authorities, 
it will be a good thing for the Free 
World generally to let Chiang’s troops, 
properly controlled as at present, re- 
main securely placed on these useful 
islands, capable by reason of their lo- 
cation of such numerous and valuable 
services related to keeping the peace. 


NERVOUS THINKERS among our 
allies appear to be worried over the 
possibility of a major war being started 


by the manful defense of these “re- 
lated areas.” Their worry is not firmly 
based, for Red China’s facilities for 
starting a major operation, or of taking 
distant Formosa, are so grossly in- 
sufficient as to be so recognized by Red 
China itself. It will take her, with what- 
ever aid Russia provides, literally years 
to develop the invasion facilities which 
such an operation would call for, and 
even a shore landing on that island 
could not be logistically supported. In 
foreign comment upon these possibili- 
ties there has been woefully little 
knowledge of military facts. 

The diplomatic facts are wholly dif- 
ferent. It is gratifying to observe that 
on the overshadowing point (Formosa’s 
own continued integrity and Chiang’s 
inalienable right to be present at any 
international consultation on the cease- 
fire project for the Formosan straits), 
India stands with the other elements 
of the British Commonwealth nations. 
At the same time Mr. Nehru is a will- 
ing agent in negotiations with Russia 
in his quest of a reasonable basis of 
peace. Red China’s own obduracy seems 
to have shocked India, which is salu- 
tary. 


COMMUNIST THREATS still have 
a singular ability to alarm several of 
the peacefully inclined neutrals, who 
respond in much the same way that 
weakling groups responded to Hitler in 
the Thirties or to Stalin over a longer 
period. By bawling loud enough, and 
shaking his saber fast enough, Hitler 
was able to convince many that he 
meant business, and that the only way 
to get peace was to let him have his 
way. Russia and China still follow that 
same technique, with some success here 
and there. President Eisenhower’s firm 
policy promises to call the bluff, and 
the hope is that our wavering allies, 
remembering the futility of appeasing 
Hitler, will recognize that this is the 
time for them, as well as America, to 
stand firm against today’s Dead End 
Kids. 

The solid fact, which ought to guide 
us, is the fact that China is unable to 
conduct a vigerous fight in that area, 
and will be for years. A further fact 
is that Russia, having contributed far 
more than predicted to the Korean ad- 
venture, is not anxious to contribute 
more to a new adventure in a theater 
so difficult to supply as is the coastal 
country between Shanghai and Hong- 
kong. 


VIETNAM TRAINING at last begins 
to look up. Dispatches at the week-end 
indicated that at long last there is a 
settlement (encouraged, one suspects, 
by General J. Lawton Collins as the 
man on the spot) whereby Lt. Gen. 
John W. O’Daniel will shortly be super- 
vising the training of the South Viet- 
namese, which was the primary reason 
for his being 
sent to Saigon 
last year. He re- 
tains his original 
force of 300-odd 
American officers 
and men to as- 
sist him (they 
cannot be great- 
ly increased in 
number under 
the armistice 
terms), and will 
be granted the 
very useful aid 
of veteran 
French person- 
nel to three 
times that num- 
ber, acquainted with the country, with 
the natives (who in large part speak 
French), and now with their American 
colleagues. 

As previously pointed out, the over- 
large native force will be reduced to 
manageable proportions, and its orig- 
inal design altered—that is, instead of 
being trained primarily for the job of 
resisting aggression by superior num- 
bers from the north, the South Viet-

Lt. Gen. O’ Daniel 
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MEMO For Qourual Readers 


A_ FORMIDABLE ROTC PROBLEM confronts the Army and 
the Defense Dept. The final decision will affect 
about 15,000 anxious college seniors who will be 
commissioned as Army second lieutenants upon 
graduation this June. 





THE ARMY ‘DESIRES authority to bring all graduates 
on active duty, but most of them for only three 
or four months to attend branch schools. Then, 
the lieutenants would be given compulsory Reserve 
assignments. Such a plan was bought by the De- 
fense Dept. during work on the Fiscal °'55 budget, 
but at the last moment—actually after the budget 
reached Congress—decision was made to call all 
the ROTC class of '54 for the full two years 
service. 





ALSO UNDER DISCUSSION at the present time is a 

plan which would spread the calls to active service 
over a two-year period, with voluntary decision on 
the young graduate'’s part as to when he would be 
called. All would serve two years on active duty. 
However, preliminary studies indicate that most 
ROTC lieutenants, if they must serve two years, 
want to complete the duty tour as quickly as pos- 
sible and that consequently insufficient second- 
year volunteers would be obtained. 





ANOTHER SCHEME being surveyed is similar to what 
was done in the FY '55 budget, namely to give the 
Army “extra numbers" and extra funds to handle the 
excess number of lieutenants resulting from two- 
years service for all graduates, with calls made 
within a year after graduation. The Army was given 
about 8700 extra officer spaces in the current 
budget for this purpose. 
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AN UNUSUAL PRECEDENCE SITUATION will develop in 
Europe should Lt. Gen. George H. Decker, USA, who 
has been Army Comptroller, take command of the 

VII Corps, as is expected. He would serve directly 
under Lt. Gen. Henry I. Hodes, "SA, who was moved 
up from the Corps command to head the Seventh 

Army. Problem is that General Decker outranks 
General Hodes. This inverse rank order is possible 
on a "direction of the President” basis. 





THE SENATE IS EXPECTED next week to O.K. without 

difficulty the nomination of Lt. Gen. Anthony C. 

McAuliffe, USA, new USAREUR CG, to be a four-star 
officer. The Army still will have one four-star 

vacancy. 





NOTWITHSTANDING ATOMIC PUBLICITY as a result of 
the Nautilus and Sea Wolf, the U.S. Navy Submarine 
Service is threatened by deep troubles. In mid- 
February, about two weeks before the deadline, 
there were only 90 applicants for 120 vacancies in 
the July class at the Submarine School. 





WHERE TO TRAIN the six-month volunteers in the 
National Reserve Plan, should Congress give its 
0O.K. to the proposal, is a cause of controversy at 
the Pentagon. Defense Dept. officials prefer that 
these young men receive training with other Army 
soldiers at bases close to their homes. 





ON THE OTHER HAND, the Army thinks they should be 
trained separately. The Army points out that 

the six-month troops will require different kind 
of training than other soldiers. Furthermore, a 
serious morale situation is threatened by the 
disparity in pay. The six-month men would receive 
$30 per month under the Administration's plan. 











STARTING NEXT MONTH, the Army will give accelerated 
releases from active duty to about 3400 lieu- 
tenants, most of them ROTC graduates. They will 

be separated ahead of schedule to keep the Army 
within budget ceilings and to prevent a force-out 
program. 





MANPOWER SAVINGS at nine civilian contract primary 
flying training schools will help the Air Force 
reach a 137-wing strength without necessity of 
exceeding a 1,000,000 strength. It is estimated 
that military operation of these schools would 
require approximately 27,000 officers and airmen. 
Instead, the nine flight schools require less than 
300 military personnel. 





THERE'S LITTLE DOUBT the Air Force, faced with a 
severe manpower pinch, will expand its use of 
civilian contractors in the next several years. 
Vehicle maintenance is a likely contender for an 
experimental test. 





DON'T BE SURPRISED if the Army in the next several 
months gives short-tour releases to thousands of 
soldiers in the lowest mental and physical category 
(IV), as part of a program to raise efficiency 

and promote economy. These releases would be in 
addition to the more than 40,000 draftees who will 
be given accelerated releases before 1 July to keep 
the Army within new manpower ceilings. 





THE ARMY HAS COMPLAINED in the past that it was 
required to take too large a percentage of men in 
Category IV. Authority was given last year for the 
release of some; now with a personnel picture that 
seems to be improving steadily, the Army undoubtedly 
will ask for authority to release additional men 

who cannot win advancement. 











LUCKIEST HEADQUARTERS in the Air Force—or possibly 
the unluckiest—is the Crew Training Air Force at 
Randolph AFB, Tex. Its nine bases include Nellis 
at Las Vegas and Stead at Reno. 





THE NEW USAF ACADEMY will be speeded by the aid 
of helicopters. Two ‘copters from nearby Lowry 
AFB are being used by Engineers working on the 
Academy at Colorado Springs. The construction 
people hover over the site and check drawings and 
plans against a bird's eye view of the terrain. 





BECAUSE OF THEIR GREAT USEFULNESS in other tasks, 
there is discussion of changing the name of Air 
Force Troop Carrier units. Many feel that "Air 
Logistic” would be more descriptive. Lt. Gen. 
William H. Tunner, USAFE Commander-in-Chief, 
already has pointed the way by organizing troop 
carriers inte a regularly scheduled air logistics 
network. Primary troop carrier functions take only 
5% of their available flying time. 





LONG RANGE T.V. PROBLEMS will get intensive study 
at the University of Arizona under a contract with 
the Battlefield Surveillance Dept. of the Army's 
Electronic Proving Ground at Ft. Huachuca. Com- 
mercial equipment is designed for objects averaging 
less than 100 feet from the camera lens. The Army 
wants to find out T.V. data for battlefield objects 


some 3000 yards distant.

The 512th Fighter Day Squadron, a unit | 


of the 406th Fighter Interceptor Wing, 
moved from RAF Station, Manston, Eng- 
land, to Soesterberg, Holland, on 1 Nov. 


1954. This move was significant in that it | 


was the first time a NATO unit had been 
assigned to Dutch soil. The squadron’s 
base of operation was oflicially opened 


on 16 Nov. 1954, by Mr. D’Ailly, mayor of | 


Amsterdam, and was named Camp New 
Amsterdam, 

The 512th Fighter Day Squadron has 
the enviable record of over 11,400 acci- 
dent-free flying hours, accumulated since 
July 1952. This record has been main- 


tained during the unit’s transition from | 


F-84 Thunderjets to the present use of 
F-86 Sabrejets. 

The movement of the squadron to Hol- 
land was the result of months of careful 
and detailed planning. It involved spe- 
cial training and the selection of skilled 
personnel who would be qualified to ful- 
fill the squadron’s new requirements as 
a unit of the Netherlands defense force 
under the Netherlands Minister of War. 

Upon arrival in Holland, the problems 
of operation became apparent. Although 
only of squadron strength, it was neces- 
sary to assume the responsibilities of a 
base.

3d Army Opens Special 
Associate C & GS Class 


The Third Army Special Associate 
Course, Command and General Staff, be- 
gan at the Atlanta General Depot Mon- 
day, 7 Feb., the first short course of its 
type in the Atlanta area for Reserve, 
National Guard and active duty officers. 

Brig. Gen. A. W, Beeman, Depot Com- 
manding General, and Brig. Gen. Richard 
J. Werner, Georgia Military District 
Commanding General, were present for 
the opening ceremonies. 

Directed by Georgia Military District, 
the course is designed to prepare quali- 
fied officers for duty as principal staff 
officers of combat divisions. It is divided 
into three classes, each two weeks in 
length.

Arizona.

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Super-Sonic Sabre Goes Into Action 
At Nellis—“World’s Busiest Base” 


Self-described as “the busiest air field 
in the world,” with a takeoff and landing 
every 25 seconds, Nellis AFB, Nev., lo- 
cated hard by fast-action Las Vegas, has 
been tabbed with responsibility for train- 
ing pilots in the North American F-100 
Super Sabrejet. 

It then will become one of the loud- 
est air bases in the world. 

At present, Brig. Gen. J. E. Roberts, 
UASF, and his staff at the “Home of the 
Tigers” are turning out over 1200 F-86 
Sabrejet pilots each year. 

The F-86 combat crew training is given 
to classes of 200 students who are at 
Nellis for 12 weeks, receiving 80 hours 
of flying instruction and 65 hours of aca- 
demic training. 

The base also conducts the Fighter- 
Weapons Instructors Course for qualified 
combat pilots, who then return to their 
units with latest information on gunnery, 
and a Senior Officers’ Fighter-Weapons 
Indoctrination Course. 

With ownership or lease control over 
3,500,000 acres of land, Nellis controls 
about 1/10th of the entire State of Ne- 
vada. 

Its military complement includes 413 
officers and 4332 airmen, with 247 instruc- 
tors. Nellis authorities report a severe 
shortage of skilled maintenance person- 
nel—an Air Force-wide shortage. 

Among its flying instructors are 47 
pilots credited with 101 MiG kills in 
Korea, including eight jet aces, said to 
be more than on duty at any other base 
in the world. 

During 1954, Nellis flying accounted for 
138,073 jet hours, scored in flights averag- 
ing 50 minutes each. Late in 1954, drop 
tanks were put into use and flights were 
extended to 105 minutes. 

The aircraft inventory at Nellis in- 
cludes about 300 jets, both F-86’s and 
T-33’s, and about a dozen conventional 
aircraft and helicopters used for rescue 
missions. 

The F-100 evaluation flying at Nellis 
and at Edwards AFB, Calif., preparatory 
to launching full-scale training, was con- 
ducted by a team consisting of Col. George 
L. Jones, second in command to General 
Roberts, Maj. Edward Hershok, Maj. Wil- 
liam Wescott, Capt. J. L. Nichols, Capt. 
James Kasler and Capt. Robert T. Lat- 
shaw. 

When the F-100 training is under way, 
student pilots at Nellis will have the re- 
assurance of an ingenious barrier stop 
at the end of the runway. A plane that 
is unable to stop smacks into a tape 
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stretched across the runway, which is 
attached to a device linked to 243 lengths 
of Navy anchor chain of 50 pounds each 
on each side of the strip. 

To date, this barrier, built at a cost of 
$1500 with odds and ends of surplus ma- 
terial, is credited with saving seven jets, 
all quickly repaired, without a single in- 
jury to a pilot. 

The importance of this barrier is seen 
in the fact that the F-100 normally lands 
at about 170 knots. 

Maj. Joseph Wisby, USAF, group ex- 
ecutive officer, and Capt. Curtis L. Utter- 
back, USAF, flying training officer, told 
newsmen of special precautions that are 
being taken at Nellis to insure that the 


F-100 flying will be conducted in such | 





a manner as to reduce to the absolute 
minimum noise problems over Las Vegas. 
This is a particularly acute problem 
with the F-100, since it is capable of ex- 
ceeding the speed of sound in level flight. 
At Nellis, reporters were given a dem- 


onstration of the tremendous noise devel- | 


oped by a run-up of the F-100’s Pratt and 
Whitney J-57-7 turbojet engine and after 
burner. 

Maintenance personnel and pilots are 
being forewarned to guard against un- 
necessary hazards from the high decibel 
level of this engine, said by some to have 
a capability of killing a person who stands 
too close. 

It is anticipated that ultimately the 
F-100 will replace the F-86 training at 


| Nellis. However, at the outset, only transi- 


tion training is intended for the Super 
Sabre, following completion of the F-86 
course.

Revised AF Primary Pilot Program Wins 
All-Level Support At Primary F light Schools 


“The new Air Force primary flying 
training program is a winner.” 

That’s the summation of experts—in- 
cluding the students—at two primary 
flying schools visited last week by news- 
men on a trip co-sponsored by the Air 
Training Command and the Aeronautical 
Training Society. 

At Marana AB, 35 miles from Tucson, 
Ariz., the new program is in full swing, 
featured by use of the T-34 and T-28 
in place of the PA-18 and T-6. 

A sister school at Bainbridge AB, Ga., 
now is in process of converting to the 
more powerful aircraft, with the seven 
other primary contract schools scheduled 
to follow this path in quick order. 

Key Post for Ret. General 

Bridging the military-civilian relation- 
ship in the contract school operation, 
Maj. Gen. Charles W. Lawrence, USAF- 
Ret., Director of Training at Marana and 
executive vice president of Darr Aero 
Tech, Inc., which operates the base for 
the Air Force, said “the new program 
is resulting in the output of a better pilot 
for the basic training phase in multi- 
engine and jet aircraft.” 

Lt. Col. Charles W. “Buzz” Sawyer, 
USAF, 3307th Pilot Training Squadron 
commander, who is responsible to the 
Flying Training Air Force of the Air 
Training Command for “quality control” 
of Marana graduates, said the 40-hour 
training program in the T-34, followed 
by 90 hours in the T-28 has met all Air 
Force expectations. 

Joining in the endorsement was 2d Lt. 
George B. Parks, USAF, top-ranking man 
in the USNA ’54 class, who reports later 
this month for basic training in the B-25 
at Goodfellow AFB, Tex. 

Lieutenant Parks said that he and his 
fellow students were enthusiastic over 
the chance to fly the new training planes. 

Marana now is graduating about 1000 
students per year, all of them to be stu- 
dent officers following the graduation of 
20 aviation cadets on 11 Feb. 

Aid General Lawrence 


General Lawrence is assisted at the 
Arizona base by a team of civilian offi- 
cials, all well known in aviation circles. 

An early pilot, V. L. “Casey” Jones, is 
director of academics, supervising the 
250 hours of instruction given each stu- 
dent. 

Flying Training Director, in charge of 
168 civilian pilot instructors and flight 
supervisory personnel, the large number 
of whom are veterans and most of whom 
are active in Reserve program, is Lewis 
E. Boxleiter. He served in a similar ca- 
pacity for a WW II contract school op- 
erated at Albany, Ga. 

At Marana and Bainbridge, the aver- 
age instructor has about 4000 hours of 
flying time, which is typical for instruc- 
tors at all the primary schools. 

This high experience level and the sta- 
bility of assignment of the civilian in- 
structors was a major factor in the Air 
Force decision for reinstituting contract 
school training after outbreak of hostili- 
ties in Korea. 

Another top factor was manpower sav- 
ings. It is estimated that between 400- 
500 officers, about 1700 enlisted men and

500 civilians would be required to operate 
a primary school. 

By comparison, the civilian operator, 
at Marana, has about 775 civilians, with 
roughly 30 military personnel assigned. 

Colonel Sawyer’s military staff at Ma- 
rana includes Maj. Robert M. Terry, op- 
erations officer, Capt. Erlin H. Lovlien, 
adjutant, Capt. James R. Ashbury, direc- 
tor of military training, and Lt. Victor J. 
Brunelli, public information officer. 

The Marana school president is Hal S. 
Darr, a WW I pilot with long-time experi- 
ence in contract training. Frank Beiser 
is vice president and director of admin- 
istration. 

Holding key spots at Marana are two 
former active duty Air Force officers, El- 
son E. Staugaard, director of materiel, 
and David F. Fitzgerald, director of per- 
sonnel. 

Contract schools are paid by the Air 
Force on a cost plus fixed fee basis for 
each hour of flying. This ranges from 
about $.90 to about $1.05 per hour. 

At Marana, it is estimated that the 
current overall cost per flying hour, in- 
cluding pay of students, etc., is about $70, 
or roughly $9100 per student for the com- 
pleted course. 

The aircraft inventory at Marana, 
which was chosen as the first base for 
the new program, now includes 115 T-28’s 
and 55 T-34’s. 





Bainbridge Transition 
Moves Along Smoothly 


Following the visit to Marana, the tour- 
ing newsmen, accompanied by Mr. Wayne 
Weishaar, secretary of the Aeronautical 
Training Society, which represents the 
centract school operators, visited Bain- 
bridge to see first-hand how the transi- 
tion is being achieved from one program 
to another. 

At the moment, Bainbridge is operat- 
ing four types of aircraft as the new pro- 
gram is phased in. 

Operated by Southern Airways, whose 
president is Mr. Frank Hulse, longtime a 
prominent figure in aviation circles, the 
Bainbridge school now has an inventory 
of 29 PA-18’s, 118 T-6’s, 23 T-28’s and 22 
T-34’s. 

The PA-13’s and T-6’s are headed for 
retirement, however, as _ Bainbridge 
switches over in April to the new pro- 
gram. 


In the meantime, there has been a busy 
schedule of upgrading the instructors, 
under James W. “Mutt” Weaver, Di- 
rector of Flying. He estimates it costs 
about $2,000 for each instructor. 

Mr. Weaver points out that all of the 
instructors have flown in jets and most 
are active in the Reserve. In fact, Bain- 
bridge has its own Air Force Reserve 
mobilization unit. 

The student population at Bainbridge 
last week totalled 260 officers and 220 
aviation cadets, plus 35 foreign students 
from eight nations. 

Contract school operators have trained 
hundreds of students from foreign lands 
during the past three years. 

General Manager Hugh Davis of Bain- 
bridge, who soon will attend the Air 
Force’s personnel management course of 
commanders at George Washington Uni- 
versity, said the base is now working to- 
ward its 500,000th hour of flying instruc- 
tion since opening in September 1951 as a 
contract school. 

Lewis Mills, Director of Safety, re- 
ported that Bainbridge now has the 
second lowest rate among all the con- 
tract schools and is shooting for the top 
spot, notwithstanding the introduction 
of new equipment. 

Responsible for the military activities 
at the pine-studded base is Lt. Col. Wil- 
liam A. Gunter, USAF, base commander. 

He said his staff administers two flying 
checks for each student to insure that Air 
Force quality standards are being met 
at all time. 

Colonel Gunter praised the “great 
spirit of cooperation” between the civil- 
ian officials, their employees and the mili- 
tary personnel on the base.

Capt. Fred White Holt, SC USN-Ret., 
who died at the U. S. Naval Hospital, 
Philadelphia, Pa., on 12 Feb., was buried 
at Arlington National Cemetery, Wash- 
ington, D. C., on 16 Feb.

Funeral services were held on 17 Feb., 
at Arlington National Cemetery, for Gen. 
Brehon Burke Somervell, USA-Ret., who 
died on 13 Feb., at Ocala, Fla., where 
he had been recuperating from two re- 
cent operations. He was 62 years old. 

Born in Little Rock, Ark., General Somer- 
vell was graduated from the U. S. Military 
Academy, in 1914, and was commissioned a 
2d lieutenant in the Corps of Engineers. His 
distinguished career included the Punitive 
Expedition into Mexico in pursuit of Pancho 
Villa: service in France as a lieutenant colo- 
nel of Engineers during WWI: navigational 
survey duty on the Rhine and Danube Rivers 
for the League of Nations; and making an 
economic survey of Turkey at the request 
of Kemal Ataturk in 1933. During WWII, 
General Somervell was named Chief of the 
Army Service Forces, four months after 
Pearl Harbor, when he headed the massive 
job of feeding, housing, clothing and arming 
the Army, transporting its troops and sup- 
plies, and operating its communications. He 
was retired from active duty in 1946 and be- 
came Chairman of the Board and President 
of the Koppers Company, Inc., Pittsburgh 
manufacturers of industrial machinery and 
by-products. He was on a six-months’ leave 








of absence from the company at the time of 
his death.

C-123B Carries 8-Ton 


Vehicles in Static Tests 

The new Fairchild C-123B assault 
transport now being assigned to troop 
carrier units of the 18th Air Force easily 
accommodates bulky military vehicles 
weighing up to eight tons, according to 
static tests recently conducted by the Air 
Force at Pope Air Force Base, N. C. 

In demonstrations staged to serve as a 
guide in preparing the official loading 
manuals on this aircraft, a 15,780-pound 
truck-mounted crane shovel was driven 
aboard the new plane, with room to 
spare. Inside the 38-foot cargo compart- 
ment, the crane truck was secured to the 
heavy-duty floor tie-down fittings which 
hold equipment in place while in flight. 

The 3d Aerial Port Operations Squad- 
ron at Pope also loaded a 2%-ton 6x6 
truck weighing nearly 12,500 pounds, a 
6x6 truck tractor weighing just under 11,- 
500 pounds, and a 7,150-pound field ambu- 
lance. 

As an experimental positioning ar- 
rangement, four 2,440-pound jeeps were 
loaded aboard the C-123. The first two 
were placed side by side at the forward 
end of the compartment, and the remain- 
ing two were tied down in tandem be- 
hind them. The last jeep aboard was par- 
tially supported by the plane’s integral 
cargo-handling ramp. 

In addition to vehicle arrangements 
now being translated into loading dia- 
grams and instructions, the Air Force 
tested seating accommodations with 
fully-equipped paratroopers. The C-123 is 
designed to carry 60 combat troops in its 
four rows of seats. 


Gen. Peckham, PX Chief, 
Will Visit Far East 


Maj. Gen. H. L. Peckham, USA, Chief, 
Army and Air Force Exchange Service, 
accompanied by Mr. John J. Ryan, Chief 
of Technical Information, Hq A&AFES, 
will depart 22 Feb. for a series of visits to 
commanders and excnange officers in 
Alaska and the Far East. 

General Peckham recently completed 
visits to all domestic major Army and 
Air Force commanders. 

The purpose of the trip is to observe 
overseas exchange operations and discuss 
with the commanders any exchange 
problems in which A&AFES might pro- 
vide assistance. It represents the first visit 
by an Exchange Service Chief to over- 
sea exchanges since World War II. 

General Peckham and Mr. Ryan will 
visit commanders and exchange officers in 
Alaska, Japan, Korea, Okinawa, Formosa,

He recently completed a tour of 
the AEC’s national laboratories as an 
invited participant, and has headed the 
Academy’s Science Department since 
1940.

Jet-Powered VTOL Is 
Shown By Bell Aircraft 


Employing an entirely new principle 
of aircraft flight, Bell Aircraft Corpora- 
tion has built and flown a jet-propelled 
vertical-rising airplane which takes off 
and lands without need for a runway. 

The new Bell development is a VTOL 
(vertical take-off and landing) airplane 
which uses twin jet engines to provide 
thrust for vertical operation and hori- 
zontal flight. 

Unlike the so-called “tail sitter” VTOL 
aircraft, the new Bell plane takes off and 
lands in a normal horizontal position, 
thus eliminating the need for special 
ground-handling equipment and crews. 

Two Fairchild J-44 turbojet engines, 
each delivering about 1,000 pounds of 
thrust, can be rotated from a vertical 
position for takeoff and landing to a hori- 
zontal position for forward flight. With 
this exception, the Bell VTOL performs 
like a conventional fixed-wing airplane. 





New Navy Fighter Sets 


Fury fighters, powered by Curtiss-Wright 
J65 jets, have completed accelerated 
flight testing in record time at the Naval 
Air Station, Patuxent River, Md. 

The carrier-based craft underwent a 
rigorous testing program last Summer, 
and completed 700 hours of air time in 
four weeks and one day. During that pe- 
riod, pilots flew a series of landings and 
takeoffs on a carrier basis, executed every 
maneuver which the planes are designed 
to accomplish, flew every type of mission 
they were intended to fulfill, and oper- 
ated at all possible power settings at all 
altitudes up to their service ceiling. 

Power plant performance was closely 
watched by pilots and ground crews alike, 
and minute checks were made on electri- 
cal and electronic units, hydraulic sys- 
tems, control systems and armament. 

After the results were studied by the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, it was announced 
that the North American FJ-3 with the 
J65 engine had demonstrated outstand- 
ing specific fuel consumption. 


Army Buys 90 MM’s 


The Oldsmobile Division of General 
Motors Corporation has been awarded a 
$3,549,236.16 contract, according to Col. 
E. D. Mohlere, USN, Commandin: Officer 
of the Detroit Ordnance District. 

The contract calls for production of 
90mm guns and spare parts for delivery 
between May 1955 and May 1956. The 
work will be performed at the Lansing, 
Michigan, plant. 


ARDC Gets First C-131B 


The first of 36 Convair C-131B air- 
craft has been delivered to the Air Re- 
search and Development Command for 
use as flying test laboratories. 

The planes will replace older model 
aircraft, such as B-29’s and B-17’s, and 
will result in lower maintenance costs 
and reduction of supply problems.

Navy “Demon” Sets New 


Altitude Climb Record 


A U. S. Navy F3H-1N Demon, piloted 
by Chester V. Braun, a McDonnel Aircraft 
Corp. Test Pilot, has set a new unofficial 
climb record. 

In a recent flight from Lambert-St. 
Louis Municipal Airport, the craft 
streaked to 10,000 feet in 71 seconds. The 
figure was verified by instrumentation in 
the fighter and one aerial and two ground 
observers. 

The previous record to the 10,000 foot 
mark was 73 seconds. 

Powered by a single Westinghouse J-40 
turbojet engine, the F3H-1N is an all- 
weather, high performance carrier-based 
plane which combines interceptor speed 
and fighter maneuverability with high 
payload. 

Although the new record, announced by 
the McDonnel Corp., was set by an F3H- 
1N, a newer model, the F3H-2N, is under 
production. The latest Demon is pow- 
ered by a newer and more powerful Alli- 
son J-71 turbojet engine and incorporates 
improvements in airframe and 
equipment, McDonnel states. 





Jet Augmentation 


Results “‘Spectacular” 
Preliminary flight tests with jet thrust 


| augmentation on the new C-123B assault 
| transport are described as “spectacular” 


in a report by the Fairchild Aircraft 
Division following initial flights of the 
aircraft with two small turbojets as aux- 
iliary power sources. 

For the experimental jet augmentation 
studies now in progress under a Fair- 
child Engine and Airplane Corp. private 
research project, two Fairchild J44 turbo- 
jet units have been installed on the C-123 
to provide an additional 2,000 pounds of 
thrust. 

“Installations of this type hold great 
promise of increasing the safety charac- 
teristics of twin-engine aircraft and im- 
proving their performance under both 
take-off and emergency flight conditions 
if a main engine failure occurs,” said 
R. A. Henson, manager of flight test and 
ground operations at Fairchild Aircraft. 

Mr. Henson said that when a transport 
is loaded to its design gross weight, the 
single-engine rate of climb will be greatly 
increased with jet augmenters in opera- 
tion. He found in tests of the C-123B that, 
with one engine feathered during take- 
off, the rate of climb was increased from 
150 feet per minute to 500 feet per min- 
ute. This increase of more than 300 per 
cent gives the pilot an excellent safety 
factor under this engine-out condition. 

Representatives of the Air Research

Materiel Command witnessed test flights 
recently and expressed considerable in- 
terest in the Fairchild experimental pro- 
gram with the C-123. 

The J44 delivers 1,000 pounds of thrust 
and measures only 72 inches in length 
and 22 inches in diameter.

Pentagon Agrees On New Regulations For 
Depreciation After Three Years’ Work 


Defense Department auditing and pro- 
curement officials have finally agreed 
upon the wording of the depreciation 
regulations to be inserted in the new pro- 
posed cost allowance principles (Part 2, 
Section XV, Armed Services Procurement 
Regulations). The new cost rules have 
been under discussion for three years and 
a number of “final” drafts have been writ- 
ten. 

Pentagon officials expect these depre- 
ciation rules to be submitted to industry 


| such facilities as are reasonably 


generally accepted accounting principles and 
should usually be allocated to the contract 
and other work as an indirect cost. The 
amount of depreciation charged in any ac- 
counting period may vary with volume of 
production or use of multishift operations, 
provided the method following is consistent 
with basic objectives set forth in subpgra- 
graph a, above.

“‘a. Depreciation as described herein is a 
charge to current operations intended to 
distribute the cost of tangible capital assets, 
less estimated residual value, over their esti- 
mated useful life in a systematic and logical 
manner. It involves a process of allocation, 
not of valuation. Useful life has reference to 
the prospective period of economic useful- 
ness in the particular contractor’s operations 
as distinguished from physical life. 

“‘b. Depreciation on a contractor’s plant, 
equipment and other capital facilities is an 
allowable element of contract cost, provided 
the amount thereof is based upon original 
acquisition cost. Depreciation will be ac- 
counted for by consistent application of any 


‘“‘d. Unless otherwise provided in the con- 
tract, no use charge will be allowed on as- 
sets still in use which have been, in accord- 
ance with the contractor’s consistent ac- 
counting practice, fully depreciated on the 
contractor’s books of account. 

‘“‘e. Where the contractor has applied for 
and received a determination of ‘true depre- 
ciation’ from an Emergency Facilities Board 
covering emergency facilities acquired un- 
der certificates of necessity, the amounts so 
determined for ‘true depreciation’ over the 
emergency period (5 years) will be recog- 


| nized in lieu of normal depreciation. After 


the expiration of the emergency period for 
the facilities concerned where a determina- 
tion of ‘true depreciation’ has been made, 
the remaining undepreciated portion of the 
cost of such facility will be depreciated over 
its remaining useful life and will be the

We 
are now going forward rapidly with the 
planning which will make thorough use 
of all these augmentation elements and 
to make sure that the control machinery 
is fully ready.” 


Carriers Protect at Sea 

It is pointed out at CONAD’s head- 
quarters at Ent AFB, Colo., that while 
the Navy’s aircraft carriers are essen- 
tially offensive weapons, their ability to 
launch jet fighters far off the nation’s 
shores and intercept incoming raids be- 
fore they can reach the borders of the 
United States could prove extremely 
valuable. 

“True air defense,’ General Childlaw 
belives, “takes in the complete array of 
the offensive and defensive capabilities 
of all Services to make this effective air 
defense, everything to keep the enemy 
guessing, everything to keep him off bal- 
ance, to make him puzzle and pause, at- 
tempting to figure our air power out and 
make him doubtful of his own ability to 
cope with it. 

“Thus, I believe our Continental Air 
Defense System starts with a formidable 
couplet of the Strategic Air Command 
with its long-range, atomic packhorses; 
the Navy’s carrier task forces wherever 
it is possible for them to contribute; and 
also those Air Forces, tactical in nature, 
which are based far out from this coun- 
try and on the fringes of the Iron Cur- 
tain, represented in our own commit- 
ments to the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and those of our partners in 
this alliance.” 

Confer With Industrialists 

General Chidlaw’s address followed a 
day-long secret conference with the in- 
dustrial members of the Air Force Asso- 
ciation, during which the problems of air 





defense were explained so that the sci- 
entists and manufacturers would be bet- 
ter prepared to cooperate in developing 
and producing the weapons and material | 
needed by the command. 

CONAD was set up last September. It 
is answerable directly to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and is organized similarly to the 
JSC. 

General Chidlaw has at his headquar- 
ters Lt. Gen, Stanley R. Michelsen, chief 
of the Army’s Antiaircraft Command, and 
RAdm, Albert K. Morehouse, who heads 
all Naval and Marine Forces allotted to 
the air defense mission. Each of these 
have staffs of officers of their own serv- 
ice permanently stationed at CONAD 
headquarters at Ent AFB.

As Commander-in-Chief, General Chid- 
law has operational control of all forces 
assigned to CONAD. He does not, how- 
ever, exercise administrative control of 
the Naval or Army forces assigned to him. 
In practice the Command operates under 
a doctrine of “decentralization of control”

12 Air Divisions 


A total of 12 Air Divisions are distrib- 
uted under these three Headquarters. 
Each Air Division has operational control 
of all aid defense units within its sector, 
including the operation of radars and 
fighters, allocation of forces, imple- 
mentation of security control plans, and 
activation of warning networks. Each 
Division has a Control Center where re- 
ports of hostile aircraft and interceptions 


.are plotted on a large, vertical plastic 


plotting board. 

Finally, within the Air Defense struc- 
ture are the Direction Centers which are 
strategically located within the Air Divi- 
sion areas. The Direction Center is the 
radar facility from which the air battle 
is fought—where fighters are scrambled 
and directed to their targets. From these 
centers come the operational informa- 
tion on hostile aircraft around which the 
entire air defense mission is predicated. 

CONAD divides its operations into four 
distinct phases: detection, identification, 
interception, and destruction. 


Detection 


For detection main reliance is placed 
on radar and the voluntary services of 
the Ground Observer Corps. The main 
control and radar installation in the 
United States has been completed and 
all of its radars are now operating 24 
hours a day. 

Under construction is the “Mid-Cana- 
dian Line” (McGill Fence) to the north 
of the settled territory of Canada. Plan- 
ning is also underway between the 
United States and Canada for a distant 
early warning radar line (DEW) across 
the far northern part of the United 
States. 

Plans are also underway for several 
hundred “Texas Towers” or sea plat- 
forms extending 125 miles off the East 
Coast. These will supplement the Navy’s 
radar picket ships and the radar-filled 
Lockheed RC 121 Constellation patrol 
planes. 

Radar looks out for the high flying 
enemy invaders, but it is to the Ground 
Observer Corps that CONAD looks for 
detection of low flying aircraft. There 
are now some 380,000 civilian volunteers 
engaged in this duty, but General Child- 
law hopes to have more than a million 
volunteer spotters by 1956.

Intelligence teams of the squadron, 
strategically located throughout’ the 
country, are prepared to go over all types 
of terrain in any weather, by land or air 
or by parachute and to get the informa- 
tion out to CONAD as rapidly as possible. 
It is now equipped with C-47s and heli- 
copters, but it is planned also to have 
Fairchild C-119 Flying Boxcars in the 
future. 

CONAD realizes that research and de- 
velopment will come up with vast im- 
provements both in defensive and offen- 
sive weapons (such as intercontinental 
missiles), but to this problem General 
Childlaw replies, as he did to the mem- 
bers of the Air Force Association, “Re- 
membering always in this business that 
our D-Day may be tomorrow, we cannot, 
we dare not, risk less than achieving 
the maximum ‘kill effectiveness’ possible 
employing the tools we have presently 
at hand.”

CONAD’s Ground Radar Net Saves 52 
Planes While Guarding Against Attack 


The Continental Air Defense Com- 
mand (CONAD) revealed this week that 


its ground radar network installed to | 


scan electronically possible avenues of 
approach for enemy bombers has been 
providing valuable navigational assist- 


aircraft. 

Crews operating the radar stations 
have been coming to the rescue of mili- 
tary aircraft, airliners and corporation 
planes that have been in trouble. Radar 
intercept directors, watching these air- 
craft on electronic scopes, have been giv- 
ing flight crews information vital to 
their safety. 

Contact between the aircraft and the 
radar operator is through the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration communica- 
tions stations and air route traffic con- 
trol centers. In some instances the civil- 


nental Air Defense Command reviewed 
each individual case in which ground 
radar came to the aid of pilots aloft and 
estimated that 52 aircraft “were defi-

Studies by this board of officers re- 
vealed that CONAD’s ground radar net- 
work is proving of real value for other 
than purely defense purposes. 

For example, the board revealed that 
the radar network reported 177 emer- 
gency incidents involving 194 aircraft 
during a twelve month period. In addi- 
tion to the 52 “definite saves,” there were 
62 other cases in which planes might 
have been lost without radar help. Of 
these “probable saves,” 8 were civil air- 
craft. 
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Service Will Lose 188,000 From Ranks 


Latest strength figures released by the 
Defense Department show that the Serv- 
ices will cut 188,000 men from active 
duty ranks. 

The cut marks the difference between 
the originally planned end strength for 
30 June 1955 and the latest planned 
strength for 30 June 1956. 

According to figures released by As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense Carter L. 
Burgess, the Army will lose 146,000 men, 
the Navy 25,000, and the Marine Corps 
22,000, The Air Force will gain 5,000.
